Committee of the Master Cotton 
Spinners’ Féderatfon announce 
that an dncreasing umber of 
Lancashire spinners are giving 
their support to the short-time 
movement of 3914 working hours 
per week, which was balloted for 
recently, 87.87 per cent. being 
now in favour of the srrange- 
ment as against 84.7 per cent.’a 
week ago, Those against, of 
whom many are doubtful, repre- 
sent 7.37 per cent., while 4.76 per 
cent. have not replied. 

The committee also report that 
a very satisfactory reaponse had 
been received to the request for a 
full day's stoppage in preference 
to equivalent working and they 
confidently expect that the tnove- 
ment will receive still stronger 
A return is expected to 
be made by every firm concerned 
showing the amount of time 
stopped between Monday and 
Saturday in each and every week, 
and firms are expressly required 
to furnish these weekly’ returns, 
even though no stoppage for 
| short-time has taken place in any 
particular week, 

Sir Charles Macara, presiding 
ata meeting of the provisional 
emergency committee, held in 
Manchester on the day the ballot 
result was.announced, said the 
cotton trade had again been 
allowed to drift into about as 
serious 2 position as it had ever 
been in. Owing to the cnacella- 
tion of orders resulting from. the

“The importance of this deci- 
sion is that a hedge in the futures 
market is now provided for 
growers and importers of 
‘Empire cotton, and it is expected 
that this will greatly benefit 
cotton-growing in the ‘British 
The. contract came 
into force on September 1 
for delivery of cotton in October 
and onward. Trading will be in 
multiples of 550 bales (containing

He writes as followsi— ; 

The ‘Canton Government's 
embargo on shipping and the rest 
of the troubles in China, in the 

»absence of any central Govern- 
ment whose writ runs through 
China, is a very serious problem 
for the Foreign Secretary and the 
Foreign Office. . 

The Canton Government is the 
Government of the National 
People's party, # more or less 
“Red” party, but especially the 
heir of the late Sun Yat-uen's 
policy. The British Government 
is engaged at present in examin- 
ing the treaties.which regulate 
our relations with China and with 
Chinese ports. It is their opin- 
jon at present that the action of 
the Canton Government is. a 
preach of these treaties, which 
provide for the completest -free- 
dom for British traders, a free- 
dom which is obviously violated 
by the ‘regulations now issued by 
the Canton Government. 

The whol eof the troubles in 
China are part of one pro.lem, 
which is, in effect, the bresk-up of 
the central contro! of the Chinese 
Empire as directed from Peking. 
The British Government has not 
been inactive, but in view of the 
internal situation in , China and | 
the international situation out- - 
side China it must tread very | 
warily,

THE IMMEDIATE PROBLEMS. | 
First, with regard to Shanghai 
we-are about te hold a public |

We 
have tried to get the Chinese Gov- 
ernment-to appoint representa- 


tives, but, much to bur regret, the |’

Secondly, negotiations have 
been begun between the diploma- 
tic bodies at Peking and the 
‘Chinese Government on subjects 
connected with Shanghai though 
-not in connection with the actual

After the opening ceremony, 
the _ visiting members — both 
Chinese and foreign—sat down to 
a Chinese feast in an adjoining 
building, and all. thoroughly.
